Dear Christian: 
Thank you for your letter and avid support of our games. 


I wish I had better news for you. We will not be making an X-Wing version 
for the Amiga. While it is true that the Amiga is powerful enough for our 
latest releases, we have been counting on our overseas market to carry the 
Amiga while the US market remains slight in comparison to IBM. 
Unfortunately, our European distributors will no longer be releasing full 
price product for the Amiga. This makes it impossible for us to stay in the 
black where the Amiga is concerned. 


Most Amiga users think that it is easy to port from the IBM to the Amiga by 
using a process called dithering to enhance the graphics. While the 
capabilities of the Amiga match the IBM it is almost like rebuilding a new 
game to make the Amiga's version look and act like the IBMs. This is why it 
is so costly for us. I hope you can understand. 


On an other note, I know you will probably be disappointed that this letter 
was not written be George himself. From my past experience as a fan I don't 
think I ever got a letter to him either. You might do better by writing to the 
Lucasfilm ltd Fan Club. This is more closely related to the film making side of 
Lucas. 


Just so you know that I sympathize with your plight, I want you to know I am 
a crazed fan too. Even though I work in a related division, I grew up with 
ALL the Star Wars stuff I could find. I dreampt of going to the academy and 
was sad that there would never be any thing like this in my life time. I also 
love Star Trek and, wish we would hurry up with our own dying space 
program. There is something magical and exciting about Star Wars and I 


know how important it is to be apart of it. Unfortunately practicality always 
brings you back to earth. 


I hope you don’t mind me addressing this letter as from one fan to another. 
When you said that George was the only one that would understand your 
dream of being apart of Star Wars I wanted you to know I understand to. 


I have enclosed a couple of Fan Club magazines. There is some information 
on the new movies coming out (sometime); And there is an address for the 


club to write into.
